Many of these men came here from Pikës 
Peak, where they acquired sufficient knowl- 
edge to be able to distinguish quartz from 
slate or granite; but very little, if any, prac- 
tical acquaintance with mining. The result 
is, that hundreds of rich quartz ledges have 
been taken up and are still held by a class of 
men who have neither the knowledge, incli- 
nation, nor necessary means to_ work them. 

Some 
of the men from Pike’s Peak are among the 
most energetic and persevering pioneers of 
the Territory. A very large proportion, 
however, appear to belong to the American 
branch of the Macawber family, persistently 
waiting fur something to turn up.

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.OUR PROSPECTS. 


The yéar 1867 opens with every promise of 

* .dmprovement in the Territory, and in all that 
s@omcerns its prosperity. In the language of 
< the letter of the San Francisco merchants to 
’ Governor McCormick, “ It is conceded by all 
that the condition and prospects of the Terri- 
tory are more promising than ever before.” 
„The military authorities have been aroused to 
active measures ; the roads are to be properly 
guarded; new and important posts are to be 
established; additional mail facilities are to 
be provided; stage communication is to be 
‘afforded ; express facilities are promised, and 


living here is likely to be safe and conven- 
jént. 

Apumber of quartz mills in this part of 
the Territory are already in operation, and 
others are now being built. It is hardly pos- 
sible that all of these mills will fail. Some 
of them must be successful, and with their 
success, population will be attracted here, 

- business will increase, and the long promised 
“ good time” will be at hand. We may be 
_ Maistaken—for this is a world of disappoint- 
ment—but we are disposed to believe the 
dark days of our history are past, and that 
the future of Anzona is to be bright and 
: profitable. It is true that we are remotely 
situated, and that popular prejudice is strong- 
` ly against our rough country; but we,have 
_ the mineral wealth, the agricultural resour- 
: çes, the climate, which, life and property be- 
. img made secure from Indian interference— 
must enable us to command capital, and so to 
demonstrate our capacity for sustaining a 
large population, and the wisdom of the Gov- 
” ernment in granting protection to‘our pioneer 
settlers.. 
" We believe however, with the “Croaker,” 
who was allowed to croak in arecent number 
of the Mrver, that a great desideratum to 
our success is an overland mail. Indeed we 
earnestly wish for fo—one upon the old and 
_ favorite route via Mesilla, Tucson and Yuma, 
and another upon the 35th parallel via Albu- 
querque, Zima, Prescott and Mohave or La 
Paz. Both ways are eminently practicable, 
_ and as mailservice is already extended over a 
large part of both, the additional cost to the 
Government would be little. May we beg 
our new Delegate, Hon. Coles Bashford, who 
has taken his seat in Congress, and who, like 
a new broom, is expected to sweep clean, to 
give his early attention to this matter, and 
importune the Post Office Department until 
it is made a success. In_ no way can he bet- 
ter serve or, delight his constituents below 
aud above the Gila. With every coach that 
rambles over the hills and through the cañ- 
ons, his praise will be shouted, and his name 
will be gratefully cherished by all our peo- 
ple. ' j 


THE INDIAN BUREAU. 


Ft is highly discreditable to the country 
and unfortunate to the Territories, that there 
is Wo much confusion in the Indian Bureau. 
Although the late Congressional investigation 
of the proceedings of Mr. Bogy of St. Louis, 
the new Commissioner, did not result in prov- 
ing fraud upon that gentleman, it shows the 
transactions of the Bureau to be mixed, and 
without system, if not without judgment. 
We do not wonder that the opinion that the 
Indian Bureau should be merged in the War 
Department, is fast gaining favor in Con- 
gress. In another column we publish what 
the telegraph, to the San Francisco papers, 
represents Generals Sherman and Grant to 
have said regarding the order of Mr. Bogy 
confirming the right to sell Indians arms and 
ammunition. It will be observed that the 
language of these distinguished and cautious 
Generals is very emphatic. 

* *s We have for some time looked upon Indian 
superintendents and agents, not responsible 
either to the civil or military authorities of 

Werritories as not only an unnecessary 
hut often a mischevious class of officials. It 
were in every way better that the whole 
charge of the Indians, both savage and tame, 
should be committed to the War Department, 
and that Department to be held responsible 
for everything pertaining to what is now in- 
trusted to the Indian Bureau. 

We have not the pleasure of the acquain- 
tance of Gen. Dent, the new Superintendent 
for this Territory, but we doubt not be is in 
sympathy with the views of his noted rela- 

. tive, Gen. Grant, and ready to give way 
cheerfully whenever the Government may 
decide, as we think it soon will, that Indian 
matters on the frontier properly belong to 


the War Department. 
" We are of course aware that no charge of 


“selling arms or ammunition to Indians has 
. ever been made against the Superintendents 
or ‘Agents inthis Territory, and it is with no 
desitée-to cast reproach apon the. policy of 
those Superintendents or“ Agents, or toin- 
> * dicate doubt as to the wisdom of Gen. Dent’s 
representation of the Bureau, that we have 
. Ahus written, but because, upon- principle, we 
think the War Department better calculated 
than any district bureau to vigorously and 
succesafully control whatever Yelates to the 
ved men who linger in the pathway of advan- 
cing civilization.

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DEATH OF MR. EMMET A, BENTLEY. 


Theuhtimely death of this young man, on 
the Z ult. was asad event to his many 
friends. It will be recollected Mr. Bentley 
Wes one of the party attacked and wounded om 
Weaver mountain by the murderous Indians 
a few weeks since, on his return from Califor- 
nia. At the time his injuries appeared to be 
slight, and the wounds soon healed, under 
the careful surgical treatment he received 
from competent gentlemen of the profession ; 
but within a few days of his death his system 
became severely affected, evidently caused by 
his wounds received at the time alluded to, 
and from which he died after very severe suf- 
fering. 

Mr. B. had been connected with this paper 
as publisher for the proprietor, for the last 
two years, but withdrew his name from the 
publication soon after his return, for reasons 
not given to the editor. Under a contract 
made before Mr Bentley left for California 
he was to assume the entire charge and own- 
ership of the Mixer on the first ot April, 
up to which time no change was contem- 
plated. 

Mr. Bentley was Librarian of the Pioneer 
and Historical Society of Prescott, and every 
care, respect and attention was paid him while 
he suffered, and the association, with many 
other sympathizing citizens, attended his re- 
mains to their last earthly resting place. And 
it may be gratifying to his mother and other 
near relatives, (whom we learn reside in Bur- 
lington, Iowa) to know that among the last 
ceremonies at the funeral was the placing of 
a wreathed Cross, the holy emblem of our 
Saviour, upon his coffin, by a lady, who would 
throw the broad mantle of svmrethy ana 
charity to all; and especially to those who 
die among strangers. 

In another colamn will be found the pro- 
ceedings of the Pioneer Association, contain- 
ing an obituary notice, and appropriate reso- 
lutions, relative to the decease of Mr. Bent- 
ley, furnished for publication after we had 
put the above in type. It is proper to re- 
mark, our acquaintance with Mr. Bentley was 
only for a short period before his melancholy 
death, and consequently we had little knowl- 
edge of him. Requiescat in pace. 
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GONE TO CONGRESS. 


Hon. Cores Basnrorp, Delegate from Ar- 
izona to the 40th Congress of the United 
States, left Tucson for Washington via Santa 
Fe, several weeks since, to assume his impor- 
tant duties. 'The 40th Congress meeting on 
the Sth of March ensuing, instead of on the 
Ist of December, as heretofore the custom, 
Mr. Bashford started earlier than he would 
otherwise haye felt it necessary that he 
should. 

The Mıner supported Mr. Bashford for 
Delegate, in the honest belief that he had 
the requisite qualifications for the position. 
He had been much in public life before he 
came to the Territory, and while here he has 
familiarized himself with our people and their 
views—with the Territory and its resources, 
to an extent that will enable him to act in- 
telligently ; and we believe he will prove an 
active, careful and influential representative, 
and worthy the confidence of all the people. 


HON. JOHN M. GOODWIN. 


Mr. Goopwin, our Delegate in Congress up 
to the 4th of March, inst., has been very ac- 
tive m behalf of the Territory during the late 
session of Congress. On the 14th of January 
he introduced a bill in the House providing 
for the donation of two quarter sections of 
land to the town of Prescott, which was re- 
ferred to the proper Committee. 

He also introduced a bill for giving lands to 
the Arizona Central Road Company, and to 
the Mohave and Prescott Toll Road Company 
for maintaining stations, &c. which was read 
the’second time and referred. 

On the 22d of Jan. Mr. Goodwin presented 
a bill to aid the construction of the railroad 
and telegraph lines from the Gulf of Mexico 
to the Pacific coast, which was twice read 


and ordered printed. 

He presented the memorial of our last Le- 
gislative Assembly relative to the southern 
Pacific railroad, which was also ordered prin- 
ted, and referred. The memorial asking fo 
achange of the organic act of Arizona was 
referred to the Committee on Territories. 

Mr. Goodwin also presented a memorial 
asking for the repeal of the law giving a part 
of Arizona to the State of Nevada. The mat- 
ter was referred to the Committee on Terri- 
tories, after printing. 

The asking for the establishment of new 
mail routes in our Territory was referred to 
the Committee on the Post Office and Post 
Roads. 7 

Whether final action was had upon all the 
measures alluded to, before the close of the 
last session, is yet unknown here. 

Gov. Goodwin certainly appears to mani- 
fest a deep interest in our country, and we 
believe those who know him best will accord 
him the character of a faithful and competent 
representative of the truc wants of our strug- 
gling Territory. 

GeneraL Bannine, of Wilmington, Gali- 
fornia, employs several hundred men, and how 
much they like him is shown by this item in 
the Journal, of Feb, 2: : . 

Wartcu Presentation.—On Saturday eve- 
ning last the employes in the different estab- 
lishments of General P. Banning, wishing to 
testify their respect to that gentleman as the 
workingman’s friend, presented him with a 
most superb watch and chain. The instru- 
mentis of American manufacture, and finished 
in the highest style of srt; the chain a very 
heavy and chaste piece of workmanship and 
finished in the most artistic manner. The 
presentation was made by Capt. E. E. Hew- 
itt, in a neat, brief and exceedingly appropri- 
ate speech. The General, in response, replied 
in a very happy and felicitous manner,” and 
was several times interrupted by thé applause 
of those present. The testimony. was worthi- 
ly bestowed; and was the free-will offeri 
of those who, knowing Gen. Banning, wish 
to attest their appreciation of the working- 
man’s friend. ` 


INDIAN SCOUTS. 


By section six of the act to increase and 
fix the military peace establishment of the 
United States, approved July 28, 1866, or 
what is commonly called the new army bill, 
it is provided that the residents may enlist 
and employ in the Territories and Indian 
country a force of Indians, not to exceed one 
thousand, to act as scouts. They are to re- 
cieve the pay and allowance of cavalry sol- 
diers, and to be discharged whenever the ne- 
cessity for their further employment is aba- 
ted, or at the discretion of the „Department 
commander. 

We learn that in the distribution of these 
scouts Arizona is to have ninety-nine (99) 
and that they will, by order of Gen. Mc- 
Dowell, be taken chiefly from the Pimas, 
Maricopas and Papagoes. Gen. Gregg is au- 
thorised to enlist nine (9) and will probably 
take them from the Mohave or Wallapais. 

These scouts may be made very servicea- 


ble, and we wonder that under the ample au- | 


thority to employ scouts and guides hitherto 
given officers in this Territory, more of the 
Indians have not been ‘used. On the old 
principle of putting a rogue to catch a rogue 
we should think it excellent policy to set In- 
dian after Indian, if not to fight, at least to 
track. ' 

We shall expect good service from the 
ninety-nine redskins, and, from General Me- 
Dowell’s confidence in them, they will be 
sure of a permanent engagement. The pay 
of cavalry soldiers will keep them in funds, 
and doubtless make them exceedingly happy. 
Yet we think, 23 we did of the late enlist- 
ment i the Pimas and Maricopas as volun- 
teers, that equal service might be secured 
from them if the Government provided a 
fund wherewith to employ them when need- 
ed, rather than to muster them in as soldiers, 
and that in the end the cost would be far less. 


“Tur Guarpian” Is the name of a week- 
ly. paper started at San Bernardo, Cal. by 
Henry Hamilton, formerly of the Los Ange- 
les Star, and lately a resident of Prescott. 
the first number of the Guardian, dated 
February 16th, is before us, and presents a 
very creditable typographical appearance, 
while its contents, both original and selected, 
bear evidence of editorial ability, judgment 
and taste. Mr. Hamilton appears as owner, 
publisher and editor, and his experience in 
public life, his entire familiarity with South- 
ern California, no less than his editorial ca- 
pacity, well fit him to provide an excellent 
paper. We consider it particularly fortunate 
that he has a personal acquaintance with 
Arizona, inasmuch as the relations of San 
Bernardino and our Territory are intimate 
and important, and the Geardian must to a 
certain extent represent vur interests, as we 
believe it will intelligently and in the best 
spirit. 

Tae Guarptan will not be a political pa- 
per, which we think a wise decision, but en- 
tirely independent, and it certainly has a 
wide field for usefulness. 

San Bernardino and Los Angeles Counties 
are among the best in the State of California, 
and it is remarkable they have ‘a compara- 
tively small population. In soil, in climate, 
and in all that makes a fine agricultural and 
horticultural country, they excel, and we 
believe their great advantages have only to 
be made known to attract attention The 
Guardian should be hailed and generously 
patronized as an agency for the dissemmina- 
tion of information, regarding San Bernar- 
dino County, long needed, and we make no 
doubt the question asked in the firat number 
“will San Bernardino support a local news- 
paper ?” will be answered in the affirmative, 
and Mr. Hamilton’s timely enterprise meet 
satisfactory success, if conducted as the pros- 
pectus and the number of the Guardian be- 
fore us give promise. Elsewhere we print the 
terms of the Guardian and if any of our citi- 
zens wish to subscribe they may do so at this 
office, whence their names and amount of 
subscription will be promptly forwarded.

Boe Fast a Ss na 
ANOTHER DESULPHURIZER. 


A late communication from R. O. Old, one 
of the pioneer miners of Colorado, now in 
England, gives a véry minute description of 
an invention lately patented there, of a fur- 
nace for desulphurization of gold and silver 
ores. The principle involved in the furnace 
is, that after the ore has been carefully con- 
centrated and-crushed, it is slowly but con- 
tinuously sifted through a sort of hopper or 
feed box, on its top, so that every particle in 
passing through the same is so exposed to a 
heat of the requisite degree for desulphuriza- 
tion, that the metals are completely liberated 
from the sulphur. The furnace is a vertical 
chamber, constructed of fire brick, fitting in 
which are a series of horizontal bars or bar- 
rels, also of fire~-brick, angular shaped, with 
the base of their angles turned upward. These 
are for the purpose of intercepting and dis- 
tributing the crushed ore, as discharged from 
the feed-box, in which the supply is regular- 
ly maintained in the passage of the same. 
By the turning of the bars flat edge up, the 
powdered quartz collects in heated, but dis- 
tributed bodies, and rains over, so to speak, 
all the bars successively, like golden showers, 
falling through some fifteen or twenty feet of 
space, which, having filled up, assume a dia- 
mond shape, and which the nature and prin- 
ciple upon which the furnace is constructed 
renders necessary—the ore is collected below, 
thoroughly desulphurized and drawn out 
through a grate or hole in the bottom, ar- 
ranged for that purpose. But what is most 
curious about the furnace at first sight, and 
that which gives and adds materially to its 
value is that when first started to operating, 
it only then, and not afterwards, needs fuel, 
the sulphur in the ores being sufficient to 
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supply all demands for combustion, and the | 


keeping up of a continuous heat ever after, so 
long as there is a supply of ore, whether for 
a few hours only, or for years. These fur- 
naces are extensively used at Swanzea, Eng- 
land for desulphurizing Cornish and Chilian 
copper ores, and the writer believes them es- 
pecially adapted to the working of sulphu- 
reted gold on the Pacific coast. 


New Process ror DESULPHURIZATION.—T'he 
Nevada Transcript of January 11 has the fol- 
lowing: 

W. R. Oliver, of Forest Hill, is in this city 
introducing a process for desulphurization, 
for which he claims almost magic powers. 
He says he can work a ton of the most re- 
fractory sulpħurets in from one and a half 
to two hours, extracting in that time all the 
precious metals. 


LETTER FROM GEORGE M. WILLING. 


PHILADELPHIA, January 14, 1867. 

Epıror Arrmona Mrxer:—Although I 
have written to you frequently during my 
stay in the States, I do not know whether 
you have received any of my letters or pa- 
pers mailed to you. I will try to condense 
this so as to give you as much news as possi- 
ble. Ihave now been in the States over 
eighteeu months, the whole of which time 
has been spent in procuring capital to work 
the mines in the Brad-haw district. I have 
succeeded in organizing a company with the 
required capital necessary to work the mines 
on a liberal scale. It has been a tedious up- 
hill busmess, and has required no little pa- 
tience to accomplish it. Arizona has been 
until within a few months past, looked upon 
as a myth, but now through excessive labor, 
begins to be better understood. 

The difficulties besetting all mining opera- 
tions in the States and Territories of the 
Pacific slope are many, and the obstacles to 
be removed before obtaining a hearing among 
capitalists here, greater than the troubles 
from hostile Indians, or all the privations and 
difficulties encountered in the explorations of 
the Territory. ‘They have all been partially 
met, and the attention of worthy men with 
ample means have been induced to give our 
country a triat. I have been cautious in the 
extreme in setting forth the value of the 
mineral and agricultural advantages of Arizo- 
na, prefering to rather underestimate than 
overrate them. Ihave dealt candidly with 
capitalists, and I have the gratification to 
add, that with the aid of Govornor Goodwin 
and others who have been in Arizona to 
judge and speak for themselves, haye been 
enabled to set the ballin motion and enlist 
the attention of capitalists upon a solid ba- 
sis, which rests upon the merits and demerits 
of the country for its success, The reasons 
which have caused so much want of confi- 
dence in mining opérations are, first, the oil 
speculations. Everybody has been biż in oil 
welle in some shape or other, causing distrust 
in all kinds of stocks. Second, there has 
been so many bogus companies of silver and 
gold forced upon the market in the eastern 
cities, from Colorado, Montana, Idaho, Neva- 
da and California. Every city and respecta- 
ble town has been flooded—and still contin- 
ues to be—with stocks of gold, silver and 
copper, many of which are like the oil bub- 
bles, that each enterprise is looked upon with 
distrust and nothing skort of an actual de- 
velopment of a mine, and survey of the same, 
will command the attention of capitalists. 
It matters not how good it is, the parties in- 
vesting in it must see it first, befere it will 
stand any show of being taken; and this 
will continue to be the case, until the mincs 
begin to show a reasonable expectation of 
dividends to inure from the capital expended 
in development. The day of showing speci- 
mens, and organizing companies on such evi- 
dences, is completely “played out.” Third, 
there are other causes that have operated 
against Arizona, among which may be enu- 
merated—the want of constant communica- 
tion by mail facilities ; transmission of sup-

ress with copious extracts of mining Phi A 
bilia, obtaining an advantage over us which 
has operated against us, and materially re 
tarded the movements of the few who are 
here upholding the claims of the Territory 
to those who want to invest, Iam happy to 
state, however, that from the untiring exer- 
tions we have made to mantain the status of 
our mines, there is now a better feeling, and 
a growing desire on the part of capitalists to 
invest in Arizona; and the only way to aug- 
ment and to sustain our position as one of 
the great mining regions of the continent, is 
the constant application of labor in the de- 
velopment of our rich veins of gold, silver 
and copper, whether there is, machinery on 
the ground or not. The more rock brought 
to the surface from each mine, will add to its 
value, and cause inquiry to be made ; the 
machinery will come after a while. Mr. 
Brooks, who has just returned from the 
“ Vulture” to Boston, has by his report done 
us all much good Mr. Vickroy also is here, 
and his report of the “ Bully Bueno,” has 
strengthened the feeling towards Arizona. 
Parties who will accompany me to the Terri- 
tory, will swell the testimony of the rich- 
ness and value of our metalic and agricultu- 
ral resources, And, although I have labored 
almost alone, under circumstances of the 
most trying character, without abatement, 
in bringing into notice—not only my own 
claims—but of the whole Territory, it is a 
source of great gratification to be able to 
say, that'after so long a time spent in getting 
the people to take hold, I shall be able to 
sail for Arizona some time in February next, 
relying on the mines to verify the state- 
ments concerning them, to insure the capital 
for theirspeedy development. 

The people of Arizona will find in Colonel 
Thomas L Crittenden, who is ordered there, 
to be a fine gentleman, brave and true, and I 
have no hesitancy in saying that, if he is not 
tramelled by too much “red tape,” he will 
soon render the inhabited districts of Arizona, 
too hot for the “red devils” who have so 
long retarded the growth and development 
of the Territory. Isee by the papers that 
Col. O. is to make his head quarters at Tuc- 
son. This is wrong, unless the intention is 
to annex Sonora at an early day. Prescott 
should be his headquarters, and he should 
have at least four regiments. But General 
Grant seems to think that troops are no pro- 
tection against the incursions and depreda- 
tions of savages. If one may judge from 
what the papers say—you have now the 

ight man in the right place. If Col. Crit- 
tenden is furnished with the men and the 
means, he will soon clear our country of the 
savages; but alter all, the speedy settlement 
of the Territory is the most effective way of 
performing the riddance. Í 

Congress is doing but little in,a business 
point of view, and much anxiety is felt in 
financial circles, on the issues of the day. 
Trade is stagnant; manufacturers and mer- 
chants aré wavering under the decline of ar- 
ticles of commerce, and many large firms 
have already succumbed to the pressure. 
The currency is becoming still more contrac- 
ted, and the speculative part of the commu- 
nity are very cautious how they invest. 
There is now locked up in the different cities 
of the east about $400,000,000, surplus or 
dead capital. Money is plenty, but invest- 
ments are rare, every body seems to be shy 
of making investments. 

Philadelphia is the slowest place to start 
any kind of an enterprise at the present time, 
of any city having so much spare capital, on 
the continent. Boston has been thoroughly 
canvassed, and /ahen in, by Colorado Territory 
gold and silver mines, and oil stocks. New 
York seems to have lost its wonted spirits of 
speculation, for the past year. Baltimore, 
though more scrutinizing and circumspect, is 
ready to take hold of a good thing and put 
it through, but they want that good thing on 
a permanent basis, and als o a source of rev- 
enue, i 

Mr. Vickroy, -I understand, sails on the 
2lst of this month, for Arizona ; so does Mr. 
Brooks, of Boston. Arrangements are being 
made to colonize a thousand Swiss families 
in Arizona by parties here. They will sail 
direct from Iavre, France, for the mouth of 
the Colorado, by one of the Bremen line of 
steamers.

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DIARY OF J. WILKS BCOTH.

The diary of J. Wilkes Booth, taken from 
his body after his capture, is now in the pgs-

; tee, having been handed over to it by .the 
authorities. For some reason its contents 
were not used on tLe trial. It shows that 
he was an agent of the Confederate Govern- 
ment, and received money from it, andat one 
time at least the plan was to kidnap Lincoln. 
It is belieyed to implicate only Booth and 
Harrold in the assassination. An entry was 
made on Friday, the 2ist of April, one week 
after the murder, shows that it mast have 
been written in a perfect agony of mind. It 
discloses his position, with a broken leg, in 
the midst of a swamp, alone, an outcast, an 
assassin, weighed down by his guilt and a 
feeling that God would refuse him ue forgive- 
ness. It is altogether such a cry of human 

agony as seldom finds expression in words.
